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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  for  the  year  1953. 

Although  the  death  rate  for  the  district,  and  particularly  the  infant  death  rate,  is 
rather  higher  than  usual,  the  general  trend  of  vital  statistics  is  satisfactory,  a fairly  wide 
fluctuation  being  expected  in  a small  district. 


The  two  cases  of  gastro  enteritis  in  infants  occurred  in  a private  residential  nursery 
which  has  since  been  closed. 

W ork  has  continued  during  the  year  on  the  much  needed  improvements  to  the 
water  supply  in  the  district  and  the  conversion  to  main  drainage  for  the  parishes  of  Flit- 
■ wick.  Westoning  and  Harlington  is  now  practically  complete.  Several  other  areas  are 
urgently  in  need  of  main  drainage,  particularly  the  village  of  Cranfield  where  there 
exists  what  are  virtually  open  sewers,  and  old  village  drains  discharge  untreated  sewage 
, into  water  courses.  However,  this  still  leaves  a large  part  of  the  district  where  night 
soil  collection  and  cesspool  emptying  continues  on  an  ever  increasing  scale,  bringing 
with  it  the  very  difficult  problem  of  proper  disposal  of  collected  material,  which  needs 
urgent  attention. 

1 Although  120  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  the  demand  for 
them  remains  unabated  and  until  quite  a lot  more  houses  are  provided,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  eliminate  the  large  amount  of  sub-standard  and  insanitary  property  existing 
in  some  of  the  villages. 

The  measles  epidemic  which  occurred  during  the  latter  part  of  1952  continued 
during  1953,  affecting  mostly  children  of  early  school  age.  Fortunately,  however,  it 
proved  to  be  fairly  mild  in  most  cases  and  no  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  District  Council  and  the 
staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

3.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA  :— 


From  a scenic  point  of  view  the  district  as  a whole  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
and  beautiful  areas  in  Bedfordshire  and  as  yet  unspoiled  by  large  industrial  development. 

1 he  principal  employers  in  the  North  and  West  are  the  brickworks  at  Lidlington 
and  Ridgmont,  with  Stewartby  just  inside  the  Bedford  Rural  District.  There  are  also 
light  engineering  factories  at  Cranfield  and  Aspley  Guise.  Other  large  places  of  employ- 
ment are  the  Bovril  Factory  and  Ebonite  Works  at  Houghton  Conquest,  a brush  works 
at  Flitwick  and  a tool  factory  at  Westoning.  The  Aeronautical  College  at  Cranfield 
and  the  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Engineering  at  Silsoe  have  greatly  added  to 
the  status  of  these  villages,  while  the  growth  of  Lower  Stondon  is  largely  due  to  the 
R A.I-.  Aerodrome  and  Training  Centre  at  Henlow  Camp. 

Flitwick,  served  by  a main  railway,  is  largely  a dormitory  area  for  Luton  and  Bedford 
"here  many  are  employed  in  the  factories  and  offices  of  these  large  towns, 
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Intensive  market  gardening  is  the  prineipal  occupation  in  the  light  sandy  soil  around 
Maulden,  Flitwick,  Flitton  and  Clophill  and  agriculture  affords  the  greater  part  of 
employment  within  the  district. 

Asplev  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn  are  mainly  residential  in  character.

7.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  four  principal  sources  of  supply  continue  to  be  used  : — 

(a)  Aspley  Guise  (Birchmoor)  Water  Works. 

Boreholes  in  greensand,  chlorinated  before  delivery  to  mains. 

Twenty-one  parishes  are  served  from  this  source. 

(b)  Ampthill  U.D.C.  Waterworks  at  Clophill. 

Boreholes  in  greensand.  The  water  softened,  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the 
works. 

Clophill,  Haynes  and  Maulden  are  served  by  this  supply. 

( c ) Pulloxhill  Waterworks,  Sand  Lane,  Pulloxhill,  Ampthill  R.D.C. 

Boreholes  in  the  greensand.  Water  subjected  to  iron  removal  and  chlorination , 
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(<1)  The  London  and  Devon  Estates  Company  Waterworks  at  Husborne  Crawle 
supplying  the  parishes  of  Ridgmont  and  Husborne  Crawley  and  part  of  Pots 
grove. 

The  parish  of  Balllesdcn  is  partly  supplied  from  the  Works  o(  the  Bucks.  \\  ate 
loard. 

The  parish  of  Higham  Gobion  has  no  public  supply. 

The  following  lengths  of  water  main  were  re-laid  during  the  year 
Bury  End,  Shillington,  1,250  lin.  yards. 

Wood  End,  Marston,  2,400  lin.  yards. 

Additional  new  mains  were  : — 

Pulloxhill  Waterworks  to  Hi'.lfoot  End,  Shillington— 6,617  lin.  yards. 
Rising  Main  to  the  Water  Tower,  Pulloxhill,  2,333  lin.  yards.

From  Houghton  Conquest  to  Haynes,  1,460  lin.  yards. 

From  Millbrook  to  Lidlington,  1,712  lin.  yards. 

Maulden  Road,  Flitwick,  233  lin.  yards. 

Two  water  storage  tanks  were  erected  in  Haynes,  one  in  West  End  and  one 
Silver  End,  each  having  a capacity  of  7,000  gallons. 

The  temporary  supply  from  the  Biggleswade  Water  Board  to  serve  Lower  Stondo 
was  discontinued  on  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Pulloxhill  Waterworks. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  the  new  reinforced  concrete  water  tower  at  Pulloxhi 
having  a capacity  of  300,000  gallons,  was  completed  and  the  tower  brought  into  use. 

Regular  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  gave  clear  reports  and  indicated 
high  bacteriological  standard. 

The  supply  from  Birchmoor  has  a plumbo-solvent  action  as  a result  of  which  lei 
piping  is  not  used  in  the  area  supplied. 

The  Clophill  supply  is  moderately  hard  and  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

During  recent  years  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes  has  considerably  i 
creased.  This  use  has  caused  considerable  anxiety  in  that  the  demands  are  made 
exceptionally  dry  periods  and  cannot  be  foreseen  in  advance,  and  are  made  at  the  san 
time  as  other  variable  demands  by  reason  of  other  agricultural  and  horticultural  ai 
domestic  increases.

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2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westerning  and  Darlington 
was  completed  last  year  and  this  year  606  additional  premises  have  been  connected, 
making  a total  of  1,086  properties  in  these  parishes  having  main  drainage. 

l'enders  were  invited  and  a contract  awarded  for  the  erection  oi  a Pumping  Station 
and  the  laying  of  some  250  yards  of  rising  main  and  300  yards  of  sewer  to  serve  properties 
at  the  north  end  of  Ampthill  Road,  Flitv/ick,  and  the  new  S /M  School  in  the  Ampthill 
Urban  District.  This  work  is  now  complete. 

The  Disposal  Works  at  Aspley  Guise  deal  with  Aspley  Guise  and  Aspley  Heath 
drainage,  together  with  the  Newport  Pagnell  R.D.  parish  of  Woburn  Sands  in  a joint 
drainage  scheme. 

New  works  have  commenced  which  will  provide  for  later  connection  of  sewers 
from  Husborne  Craw'ley  and  Ridgmont  in  this  district  and  additional  parts  of  New'port 
Pagnell  Rural  District. 

Woburn  is  principally  owned  by  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  is  privately  sewered  to 
a Disposal  Works  owned  and  managed  by  the  ducal  estate  office. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn,  except  for  outlying  properties,  have 
water  closets.  Conversions  are  takingplace  rapidly  in  Flitwick,  Westoning,  and  Harlington 

In  the  remaining  parishes  a number  of  houses  have  water  closets  draining  to  cess 
pools,  but  the  majority  have  earth  closets  with  pails. 

On  the  new  housing  estates,  all  Council  Houses  have  water  closets.  Where  tin 
schemes  are  sufficiently  large  suitable  disposal  works  are  provided  and  in  other  caseijl 
cesspool  drainage. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Fortnightly  collections  of  house  refuse  have  been  continued  in  Aspley  Guise ' 
Aspley  Heath,  Flitwick,  Harlington,  Westoning  and  Woburn,  and  to  the  Council’  ; 
prefabricated  bungalow  estate  at  Marston. 

Monthly  visits  are  made  to  the  larger  parishes  of  Clophill,  Cranfield,  Lidlington  , 
Marston,  Maulden,  Shillington  and  Silsoe. 

The  remaining  parishes  have  a collection  at  approximately  two  monthly  interval; 

Carried  out  by  direct  labour,  the  work  is  done  by  two  covered  tipping  motor  vehicle; 
There  are  three  tips  on  which  rats  are  systematically  destroyed  by  the  rodent  operatoij 
flies  are  dealt  with  by  tip  dressing,  and  controlled  tipping  is  exercised. 

The  emptying  of  closet  pails  has  been  continued  in  the  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westor ; 
ing,  Harlington,  Lidlington,  Clophill,  Maulden,  Milton  Bryan,  Eversholt,  Flittoij 
Pulloxhill,  Ridgmont,  Tingrith,  Silsoe,  Cranfield,  Marston,  Shillington,  Houghtol 
Conquest  and  Steppingley. 
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Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  three  months. 

Direct  labour  is  employed  with  six  vacuum  tank  motor  emptiers.  The  soil  is 
disposed  of  by  composting  it  in  straw  lagoons.

7.  SHOPS  AND  PREMISES. 

Five  lock-up  shops  have  certificates  of  exemption  under  Section  38  (2)  and  (6)  of 
the  Shops  Act  1950,  sanitary  conveniences  being  available  within  a reasonable  distance.

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

Eversholt. — A small  open  air  bath,  supplied  from  a lake.  Privately  owned, 
managed  by  the  Parish  Council,  the  children  of  the  parish  are  admitted  free,  a small 
charge  is  made  to  adults. 

Husborne  Crawley. — 60,000  gallons  capacity,  fed  from  private  water  supply. 

WOBURN— Similar  to  Husborne  Crawley,  filled  from  main  water  supply. 

All  are  emptied  and  refilled  at  intervals,  and  in  the  intervening  periods  chlorine 
solution  is  sprayed  on  the  surface  and  the  water  agitated. 

In  addition  to  use  by  parishioners,  the  Education  Authority  utilise  the  three  pools 
for  instruction  of  school" children  who  are  conveyed  from  the  surrounding  villages  by 
motor  coach  during  the  summer  terms. 

(c)  Private  Szvimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park. — An  open  air  pool  is  provided  for  this  girls 
boarding  school.  A natural  spring  gives  the  pool  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath. — A similar  boarding  school  for  boys,  this  has 
a small  pool  filled  from  the  main  water  supply.  It  is  periodically  emptied  and  refilled. 

11.  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.

3.  Inspection  is  made  of  the  furniture  of  a prospective  tenant  to  ensure  that  it  is 
free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  a Council  House. 

4.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

5.  Prevention  of  re- infestation  after  cleansing,  is  secured  by  re-inspection,  advice 
and  supervision. 
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8.  HOUSING 

120  houses  have  been  completed  in  the  year,  making  the  total  to  date  since  the  post- 
war programme  commenced  913. 

Some  3,339  square  yards  ol  roadway  were  constructed  in  connection  with  the 
Council’s  Housing  Development. 

The  Council  purchased  two  houses  in  High  Street,  Tingrith,  and  carried  out  works 
necessary  and  these  houses  are  now  occupied. 

A dwelling,  previously  requistioned  by  the  Council,  was  purchased  and  is  now  known 
as  5 Lodge  Road,  Cranfield. 

hour  houses,  accommodating  four  families,  are  still  under  requisition. 

Sixty-eight  Council  Houses  in  Flitwick,  Harlington  and  Westoning,  have  been 
connected  to  the  new  public  sewer. 

Exchange  of  Tenancies. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  Report  of  the  Central  Housing 
Advisory  Committee,  the  Council  had  established  a record  for  listing  of  persons  desiring 
exchanges  of  houses  and  had  already  been  able  to  assist  this  work  with  beneficial  results. 

During  1953  it  increased  and  altogether  14  exchanges  took  place.

A further  feature  in  connection  with  housing  which  has  been  sympathetically 
considered  by  the  Council  is  the  approach  to  private  landlords  of  the  smaller  houses 
when  a larger  family  is  being  rehoused,  to  secure  that  a needy  person  on  the  housing  list 
is  given  the  tenancy  of  the  vacated  house.  Landlords  have  willingly  co-operated  and 
by  so  doing  the  maximum  use  of  housing  accommodation  to  needy  people  has  been 
secured. 

Insanitary  Houses  and  Slum  Clearance. 

During  1953  considerable  progress  was  made  in  inspections  and  in  recording  of 
information  and  contacts  with  owners  whereby  quite  a number  of  houses  were  recon- 
ditioned. 1 he  work  is  being  proceeded  with  as  the  information  is  collated.  After 
inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Officers,  a Sub-Committee 
ot  the  Council  will  also  inspect  and  appropriate  action  will  be  taken.  The  only  difficulty 
which  can  be  foreseen  is  that  we  cannot  keep  pace  with  the  building  of  houses  to  meet 
'he  demands  of  those  who  need  them. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  957  applicants  on  the  waiting  list. 

120  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  making  the  number  of  post- 
war houses  now  occupied  913. 

I he  tenancies  ol  8 Council  houses  were  transferred. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Till'  ( (Hindi's  sewers  and  refuse  dumps  are  systematically  treated  and  all  the  Council 
Houses  were  inspected  and  treatment  rendered  where  necessary. 

In  addition  120  business  premises  and  350  dwelling  houses  were  disinfested. 

A flat  rate  charge  of  5 /-  per  hour  of  the  operative’s  time  is  made  to  the  occupiers 
of  business  premises  which  includes  travelling  expenses  and  cost  of  poison  and  bait. 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  dead  rats  discovered  after  treatment  was  1,155 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations , 1949  ( Section  20). 

Action  was  taken  in  one  instance  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regu- 
lations, 1949. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  21  retail  dairymen.  Two  retailers  outside  the  District  have  supple- 
mentary licences  to  sell  pasteurised  milk.  Two  retailers  have  licences  to  retail  pasteurised 
milk  and  one  to  retail  tuberculin  tested  milk.  Most  milk  is  now  sold  ready  bottled  by 
wholesalers. 

(b)  Ice  Cream. 

Forty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  Five  new  registrations 
were  made  during  the  year,  the  majority  of  retailers  stock  only  pre-packed  blocks.  One 
is  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  uses  a “ cold  mix  ” preparation. 
Ten  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  results  of  bacteriological  examin- 
ations w'ere  as  follows  : —

were  renewed. 

(e)  Unsound  Food.

fish,  19  tins  vegetables,  31  tins  fruit,  3 tins  syrup,  240  lbs.  sweets. 

(/)  Propaganda  and  education  on  clean  food  undertaken  during  the  year. 

No  organised  propaganda  and  education  was  undertaken  during  the  year.  Super- 
vision of  new  premises,  where  applicable,  has  been  carried  out  and  information  and 
advice  given  on  routine  inspections.
